Last night in the auditorium of the Warren Y. \ \ . 
C. A. we wondered if Warren County might not bo 
adopting that same policy a little late in the game, as 
we listened to the United War Fund’s Report of a total 
of only $16,582.87 against the goal of $88,700. 
Warren County's early war eft'ors—its Bond Drives, 
its salvage work, its Civilian Defense organization—were 
100U successful. 
Its Civilian Defense setup was used 
as a model throughout Pennsylvania. Its salvage chair­ 
man was described as a “man of General McArthur s 
type." 
Its Bond drives never fell below their goals. 
This has been true, indeed, right up to the present.
